Andras Torocsik, 
star striker of the

Ujpest was then in the 
middle of seven successive 
league championship-win- 
ning campai and the 
newcomer fitted comfort- 
ably into the all-con- 
quering combination. 


Painstakingly groomed 
for stardom by “‘Lilac and 
Whites’ coach Pal Varhi- 
di, Torocsik gained a repu- 
tation as a player of abun- 
dant skill and within two 
years was making his 
international debut against 
Austria in Vienna. 


“Toro,”’ as the local fans 
knew him, rapidly became 
a number one target for 
the game’s hatchet men. 
Often provoked into retali- 
ation, he accumulated a 
poor disciplinary record. 


There was no doubting 
the supreme ability,

though. Hungary’s Press 
dubbed him the ‘“‘new Al- 
bert,”’ a reference to Fio- 
rian Albert the national 
soccer hero of the previous 
decade. He was quick to 
exploit his fame in Bud- 
apest’s night clubs. 


Much was expected of 
Torocsik during the World 
Cup finals of 1978, but the 
tournament was to provea 
nightmare. 


En route te Argentina, 
Hungary played England 
at Wembley. Not only did 
the Magyars lose 1-4, but 


Torocski’s girlfriend was 
arrested for shoplifting on 
the eve of the game. 


In Buenos Aires, Hun- 
gary was matched with the 
host nation for its opening 
fixture.

A recall to national 
team colors was inevitable 
and he marked his return 
with the match-winner 
against Poland. Next, 
Scotland was sunk by two 
superb goals. 

Revived fortunes on the 
field however did not in- 
spire greater con- 
scientiousness off it and 
Torocsik was dropped 
from the Hungarian team 
after turning up for train- 
ing 10 pounds overweight. 

The pounds shed, he 
soon was back and in De- 
cember was appointed 
Magyar captain. 

Still, rumors of irres- 
ponsible action seeped 
through to the Western 
world, but it was all swept 
under the official carpet.

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Kingpin Nyilasi fights 


back from the 


Argentine nighmare fx 


Today Hungarian captain Tibor Nyilasi is acknowledged 
as one of the most exciting stars of European football, 
however few players have experienced more setbacks en 


route to the top. 


An attacking midfielder who has scored 
goals consistently at all levels, Nyilasi first 
caught the eye as 4 raw but enthusiastic, 20 
year old during the prolonged run of his club,, 


-Ferencvaros, in the 1974-75 European Cup 


Winners’ Cup. 

Ferencvaros reached the final, only to be 
demolished 3-0 by an outstanding Dynamo 
Kiev combination. Although his team was out- 
played, the long legged youngster impressed 
all with some superb touches. 

Inevitably a call-up to the Hungarian nation- 
al team followed and the famous cherry 
jersey was donned for the first time against 
Iran in Teheran. 

A couple of months later he confirmed his 
arrival on the world scene by netting five 
goals during a European Championship en- 
counter with Luxembourg, thus creating a 
post war record, surpassing even the feats of 
the free scoring wonder team of the early fif- 
ties. 

Established in the senior team, Nyilasi 
turned his attention to the European Under-23 
Championship. Hungary accounted for favor- 
ite England, only to suffer defeat by Russia in 
the final. 

The Ferencvaros’ midfielder had enhanced 
his reputation further and gained consolation 
when his club captured the domestic double of 
cup and league at the end of that momentous 
1975-76 campaign. 

Suddenly, and almost tragically, things 
turned sour. First of all he fractured his skull 
during a European Cup game with Dynamo 
Dresen. 


Recuperation was long and painful. Even 
today Nyilasi suffers the occasional headache 
and blurred vision. He was substituted during 
the Budapest World Cup clash against Eng- 
land after receiving a mild head knock. 

Further troubles followed when he was 
caught contravening customs’ regulations. 
This resulted in an undisclosed fine- 

Nyilasi had just made a tentative return to 
Hungarian league soccer when struck down by 
appendicitis. 

Despite this triple blow, it was Nyilasi, re- 
covered and back to peak form, who spearhea- 
ded the Magyars’ qualification for the 1978 
World Cup finals. 

Much was expected of this lively young mid- 
fielder with exceptional ball skills and im- 
maculate passing ability as Hungary embar- 
ked for Agentina, but he was to prove a sad 
disappointment. 


The target of countless brutal challenges 
during the Central Europeans’ opening game 
against the hosts, Nyilasi retaliated by punch- 
ing and kicking anybody in an Argentinian 
shirt. 

He was somewhat fortunate to remain on 
the field until the 86th minute, before being 
sent-off following a horrendous tackle on 
Mario Kempes. This meant an automatic one 
match suspension and he only reappeared for 
the last match, against France, when Hun- 
gary’s elimination already had been deter- 
mined. 

Upon returning home Nyilasi, along with 
the equally indiscreet Andras Torocsik, found 
himself barred from international duty for one 

ear. 

The shocked and disenchanted player 
promptly announced his retirement from all 
soccer, becoming a hotel manager. But he 
soon realised that the glamor and privileges of 


‘being a Hungarian soccer star were too pre- 


cious to discard and was back in the game 
after six months. The return coincided with an 
announcement that the original suspension 
had been halyed. 

The prodigal son marked his international 
comeback with an immaculate performance 
against Scotland, inspiring a 3-1 victory. 


As expected, Nyilasi was the kingpin of 
Hungary’s quest for a place in Spain and his 
consistency and newly found maturity were 
rewarded with the national team captaincy. 


All past frustrations were forgotten during 
1981 by ‘‘Nyi’’, as he popularly is known in 
Budapest. 


Not only did Hungary claim a niche in the 
World Cup finals, but Ferencvaros captured 
its first league championship in five years, 
thanks largely to 30 goals from the forceful 
midfielder. This effort gained him the Silver 
Shoe Award as Europe’s second highest 
scorer. 


For good measure he also carried off the 
Hungarian Footballer of the Year Award and 
was chosen for the European XI which faced 
Czechoslovakia during the Czech's jubilee 
game. 


Nyilasi, who celebrated his 27th birthday on 
January 18 has the ability to make a substan- 
tial impact in Spain and erase the nightmare

Hungarian football can be 
traced back to November 21, 
1896. On this date that Charles 
Lowenrosen, recently retur- 
ned to Hungary from a period 
studying in England, produced 
a football and organised an im- 
promptu game 

History records that the 
kick-around lasted merely 17 
minutes before being aban- 
doned due to deep snow and in- 
juries sustained by half a 
dozen enthusiastic, but naive, 
participants 

The seeds had been sown 
however and in 1901 a national 
league was established, a foot- 
ball association formed and an 
international organised. 


That initial game, against. 


Austria, was the first staged 
Outside the British home 
championship. The fixture 
remains part of the footbail 
calendar to this day. 

Under the guidance of Eng- 
lish coach Jimmy Hogan, 
great strides were made in 
technique and the classic Hun- 
garian style of play, with its 
intricate dribbling and short 
passing, began to take shape. 

The World Cup side of 1938 
was the first great Hungarian 
combination. It reached the 


ASS 


menced 10 years later when 
the Magyars assembled what 
was, arguably, the greatest 
soccer team of all. 

Names such as Ferenc Pus- 
kas, Nandor Hidegkuti, Sandor 
Kocsis, Gyula Grosics, Joszef 
Bozsic and Zoltan Czibor are 
assured of a place in soccer 
folklore. 

After being beaten 5-3 by 
Austria in May 1950, the Hun- 
garians put together an un- 
beaten run of 29 games. 

Included in this sequence 
was the famous double humili- 
ation of England — winning 6-3 
at Wembley and 7-1 during the 
Budapest return six months 
later. 

Success in the 1954 World 
Cup appeared to be a mere for- 
mality, particularly when 
Hungary opened its campaign 
with a $@ annihilation of 
Korea, followed by an &-3 vic- 
tory over West Germany. 

The most obvious dangers, 
Brazil and Uruguay, were 
eliminated in the quarter and 
semi-finals. Only West 
Germany, which Hungary 
comfortably had accounted for 
earlier, stood between it and 
its rightful crown 

Tragically, it was not to be. 
Initial complacency was com- 
pounded when the mighty 
Magyars went two up within 
eight minutes of the knock-off, 
but the epic battles against the 


Germans fought back to steal 
a 3-2 win. 

Puskhas and Co. were not to 
get another World Cup oppor- 
tunity. The 1956 uprising erup- 
ted with Hungary’s senior and 
youth teams touring abroad. 
The bulk of both squads de- 
cided not to return and two 
generations of Hungarian 
soccer was decimated. 


Hungary’s 4-2 defeat by 
Czechoslovakia late in 1956 not 
only marked its first home loss 
for 13 years, but also the end of 
an era. 

Still, the wearers of the 
cherry jerseys gave a credi- 
table account of themselves in 
the international arena. Quar- 
ter-finalists in the 1962 and 
1966 World Cups, they gained 
third position during the 1964 
European Championship. The 
1964 anc 1968 Olympics saw 
them capture gold medals. 


Ferenc Bene and Florian 
Albert had few equals during 
the mix-sixties. One Liver- 
pudlian football enthusiast, ad- 
miring Albert destroy Brazil 
during the 1966 World Cup, is 
reputed to have informed his 
mate standing alongside. “If I 
go home tonight and find 
Albert in bed with my missus, 
I'll get them an extra blanket 
and a cup of tea!”” 

Unfortunately players of Al- 
bert’s quality were too few and 
far between to restore the old 
glories. 


Instead the national team 
declined alarmingly through- 
out the *7@s. After failing to 
qualify for the 1970 and 1974 
World Cup finals, they gained 
a place amongst the final 16 
fer Argentina, only to lose all 
three games. 


Further evidence of decay 
came in the form 6f defeats by 
international nondescripts 
Finland, USA and Ecuador. 
Both Canada and Tunisia 
recorded draws against Hun- 


ry 

Most Hungarians were pes- 
simistic when they heard the 
draw for the 1982 Mundial 
grouped them with England, 
Rumania.

Turner made only nine appear- 
ances for Petrone im three seasons, 
but created a good enough impres- 
sion to gain selection for the North 
island under 16 selection alongside 
Duncan Cole, now with Canberra 
City- 


A transfer to Hungaria meant a 
return to the Central League first 
division, but Turner now considered 
himself ready for the highest stan- 
dard of soccer available in New Zea- 
land — the Rothmans’ National Lea- 


gue. 

Consequently he joined the Lower 
Hutt-based Stop Out club. The 16- 
year-old shone, despite playing for a 
Struggling team and was chosen for 
the Wellington representative side 
against the touring Tottenham Hot- 
spur at the Basin Reserve. 


In an exhiliarating game, the un- 
rated Wellington twice equalised 
before finally succumbing 3-2.

it's all about 


Soccer is a complex sport, possibly be- 
cause of the way it is continually changing. 
Situations are evolved through circumstances 
and players find they are forever obliged to 
adapt to new situations. 


There are four primary ele- 
ments which influence per- 
formance and success: techni- 
cal skill, tactical sense, phy- 
sical fitness and psychological 
qualities. Simplified, these 
four elements could be defined 
as follows: 

1. Technical skill involves 
control of the ball. 

2. Tactical sense involves 
control of the game. 

3. Physical fitness involves 
control of the body. 

4. Psychology involves con- 
trol of the mind. 

Technique is obviously of 
fundamental importance. It 
forms the basis for possession 
of the ball, for keeping it under 
control in difficult match situ- 
ations and for using it to good 
advantage. 

Physical fitness reflects the 
extremely high demands 
which modern soccer makes in 
physiological terms. 

A player’ S psychological 
make-up is of considerable im- 
portance in the game at a com- 
petitive level. A player cannot 
perform well unless he is prop- 
erly motivated. However, it is 
number two on my list, which I 
propose to look at in 2 series of 
arucles here im “Soccer Ac- 
nen.” 

Tactics teach players to be 
organised. Players learn to be 
positioned around the field, 
how their chosen team system 
can best be implemented in 
competition and how different 
players have different roles to 
play on the pitch. 

To combine effectively, 
players must understand their 
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own role in relation to the 
roles of their teammates. 1. 
What to do when in possession 
of the ball. 2, What to do when 
opponents have possession. 

The coach can select the 
most suitable tactics accord- 
ing to his understanding of the 
principles of team play. 

Those principles are the 
principles of defence and prin- 
ciples of attack. Obviously in 
attack versus defence the prin- 
ciples are opposites. A team 
which applies all the principles 
of play increases its chances of 
success and will be a very dif- 
ficult opponent.

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Victorian State 
League clubs are 
hard hit by escalating 
wages bills. 

Last year’s champion club 
Green Gully Ajex paid almost 
$80,000 in signing-on fees and 
wages to players and coaches 
and faced a small deficit of 


$560 at the end of the 1980-81 
financial year. 


Club treasurer Arnold 
Langer estimates club assets 
— social rooms and players — 
at about $300,000 and it’s unli- 
kely that the wages bill will de- 
crease this year. 

Frankston City continues to 
labor under a huge financial 
burden. 

The Baysiders estimate 
their assets at about $150,000 
but are faced with repaying 2 
$40,000 co-operative loan over 
a 15-year period. 

The present committee in- 
herited an overdraft of about 
$35,000, repayable at $600 a 
month. 

Other debts amount to 
around $18,000, one third in 
money owed to players and 
coaches. 

Frankston's wages bill last 
year totalled $40,000 and the 
club showed a profit on last 
year’s operations of $2,000. 

“We are a classic example 
of a British Club with the re- 
sources to earn money but 
with members and supporters 
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who won’t get off their bums to 
get the money,’’ said Les 
Smith. 

“Tf not for about six or seven 
people down there Frankston 
City Soccer Club wouldn't 
exist, 

“We went into debt to im- 
prove our facilities and our 
social rooms are a burden we 
must bear for some years 
yet.” 

Frankston may decide to 
adopt Doveton’s policy on sign- 
ing-on fees. 

The Doves see a signing-on 
fee as a lure for prospective 
players but once a player has 
joined the club and his con 
tract has expired club policy 
demands that no subsequent 
signing-on fee be offered in 
new contractual negotiations. 

George Cross estimates its 
assets at almost $200,000 and 
last year’s wages bill amount- 
ed to $50,000. 

“I think we may be able to 
lower our wages bill this year 
with the introduction of young- 
er players,”’ said George Cross 
president Alf Zahra. 

George Cross is about $2,000 
in debt. 

Croydon is “very sound 
financially’ according to pres- 
ident Geoff Pegg. 

The club isn't in debt and 
pald about $30,060 in wages 
last year. Pegg expects the 


wages bill to jump te almost 
$48,000 in 1982. 

The message is clear — if 
you want success at State 
League level yo you'll be lookin 
at a wages bill of about $90, 
in 1982. That’s the likely pay- 
out this year’s champion side 
faces. 

Only Melbourne Croatia can 
boast reasonable crowd pull- 
ing power — about 1,500 
spectators on average at home 


games. 

Other clubs rely heavily 
upon liquor sales and small 
sponsorships, so the financial 
outlook for the majority of 
State League clubs is grim. 

Increasingly many clubs 
will be forced to review their 
signing-on policy. 

While some club adminis- 
trators argue that in terms of 
playing standards many 
players are overpaid, the 
simple economics are that 
crowds are too low to maintain 
present wages bills. 

Altona’s bubble burst last 
year when the club was forced 
to abandon any thoughts of 
paying signing-on fees. 

The club lost many players, 
finished on the bottom of the 
State League ladder but con- 
siderably reduced its debt. 

A similar fate awaits other 
State League clubs in the near 
future.

Defris isa pragmatist in the class- 
ic mould. He can reminisce about 
the former greatness of Hakoah, 


then suddenly spring back to the 
modern day, candidly outlining the 
reasons behind the club’s increasing 
economic hardship and eventual 
amalgamation. Not for him simply 
fond memories. Hakoah survives. 
Maybe not strictly based upon the 
support of the Jewish business com- 
munity but it’s survival nonetheless. 

“‘For years now we have relied 
upon the backing of the Jewish busi- 
ness community,”’ he says. 

"Up until about 1965 we were one 
of the best supported clubs in Victor- 
ia but our support dwindled quickly 
The old guard died, their descen- 
dents didn’t become interested in 
soccer because of the diverse inter- 
ests prevalent in modern day youth 
and Australian Rules Football was 
more enticing than soccer. In a way 
we contributed to our demise be- 
cause we neglected our juniors until 
recently. 

“When I came to Hakoah we 
played at Royal Park, then we 
moved to Fawkner Park. Our next 
home ground was near the exhibition 
Buildings and then we became the 
first club to play at Olympic Park. 
abet was before the stadium was 
built. 

“In the 50s we played at St Kevins 
Oval in Toorak until a successful 
propaganda campaign was carried 
out by a leading Melbourne radio 
personality who didn’t want to see 
diverse ethnic groups playing soccer 
in Toorak.

At 73 Defris remains active and 
alert. His ability to analyse, debate 
and influence has been invaluable 
over countless committee meetings 
in a variety of sports. 


Honored by the Order of Australia 
in 1978, life membership of the Vic- 
torian Soccer Federation and the 
Victorian Table Tennis Association 
and life presidency of the Victorian 
Ice Hockey Association, his record 
is a monument to successful sports 
administration. 


The young Defris was a dashing 
winger in the Austrian First Divi- 
sion. His proudest playing days were 
in 1931 when he was transferred for 
about $420,600 from Fair Unitas to 
the famous Hakoah-Vienna club. 


During the Second World War he 
escaped Hitler's persecution of Jews 
by fleeing to Shanghai in China. 
There he became chairman of the 
Jewish Recreation Club which 
boasted about 20 clubs in the Jewish 
Soccer League and some 6,000 regis- 
tered players 






























“In 1958 we returned to Olympic 


Park and in 196} we moved to Albert 
Park. Slowly but surely, stone by 
stone, the Middle Park stadium evol- 
ved 

‘We are indebted to the late Sena- 
tor Pat Kennelly who was our patron 
and chairman of the Albert Park 
Trust. He was instrumental in build- 
ing our stadium. 

“Of course, we shared the ground 
with Hellas and I want to stress that 
there never ‘has been the slightest 
clash over the use of the ground. 


‘And the players I have seen over 
the years! Who could forget them? 
Players like Hugh Murney, Harry 
Sutherland, Harry Roessler, Jacky 
Roessler, Joe Gottesman and of 
course our most famous captain, 
Tom Jack, Dick van Alphen, Dave 
McIntosh and Milan Vesovic are 
others who readily come to mind. 
Gentlemen all, and from time to 
time they come back to watch Ha- 
koah. You know I estimate that 
maybe 60 percent of our ur players fin- 
ished their careers us. That 
says something good anoat them and 
about our club, eh?” 

Thousands of Victorian soccer fol- 
lowers are acquainted with the sight 
of Defris waiking along the touchline 
with his trusty chair, trying to select 
a good vantage point just seconds 
before the kick-off ofa Hakoah 
match, The analogy between that 
sight and the “Peanuts’’ cartoon 
character Linus with his security 
blanket in tow almost is irresistible 

That chair could well have joined 
Hakoah around about the same time 
as Defris. Just as the chair is sym- 
bolic of the man, the man himself 
symbolises everything we know as 
Hakoah Soccer Club. 

Sport for most is a leisure. For 
Kurt Defris it’s a way of life.

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Jim Hermiston — glorious career. 


Will Hermiston 
come back? 


Although Jim Hermiston, one of the coun- 
try’s best known and widely respected foot- 
ballers, has announced his retirement, there 
is yet a chance he may play again. 


Hermiston has been the ‘‘Soccer Action’* JAT Airlines Player 
of the Year for the past two seasons. 

At the age of 34, he has completed a 16-year career of top level 
professional! football. 

Because of his superb fitness and great experience, he could 
have continued playing with his club Brisbane Lions for at least 
another two seasons. 

But Hermiston said his first consideration now was towards his 
family and his job as a physical education instructor with the 
Queensland Police Force. 

“| have been travelling constantly for 16 years back in Scotland 
and i in Australia and want to devote more of my time to the fami- 
ly,” he said. 

“At times I started to feel like one of the Leyland Brothers. 

‘“‘And I always knew I would sense when it was time to quit 
while on top. I have that feeling now and there are no regrets.” 

Hermiston now is director of junior coaching at Brisbane City, 
but the club may try to lure him back onto the playing field now 
that it has lost David Ratcliffe. 

The milestones in Hermiston’s career are far too numerous to 
mention here 

But the greatest achievement, certainly in the latter part of his 
career, must be being named Player of the Year by the national 
soccer press last season. 

He also was named Queesnland’s player of the Year in 1977 and 
1980 by the Queensland branch of ASPA. 

And in 1974 in Scotland, Hermiston was named Player of the 
Year by his peers, the Players’ Union. 

He has won two Philips Cup medals, with Brisbane City in 1977 
and with Lions this year, only last month. 

He retires knowing that he did not capture a national league 
championship medal, something which Lions are aiming for next 
year under coach Joe Gilroy: 

Hermiston’s loss to the club, and the splitting of his formidable 
centre-back partnership with Col Bennett will be felt deeply at 
Richlands. 

“But I liken that to placing your finger in a glass of water. 
When you take the finger out, the hole fills up quickly. Nobody is 
irreplaceable,”’ he said. 

Hermiston was brought to Australia from Aberdeen in 1977 by 
State League club Grange Thistel and played with his sponsor 
club and Brisbane City in the inaugural national league year. 

He played 20 national league matches for City, then went on to 
accumulate many appearances for Lions. 

At the start of 1978 he switched to Lions for a record Australian 
transfer fee of $30,600, which still stands. 

During 1979, then national coach Rudi Gutendorf told me Her- 
miston would be his automatic choice as Socceroo skipper if he 
had been allowed to paly. 

Hermiston was precluded from representing Australia because 
of one under-23 appearanced for Scotland agairist Wales, in which 
he played for only 45 minutes before being injured. 

He is an exception to the belief that imports should not be per- 
mitted in Australian soccer. 

The presence of a player like Hermiston has greatly benefited 
the game, through a combination of his skills, knowledge and gen- 


eral application. — BRUCE WADDELL

Regionalisation 
first step in 
lifting our image 


The 1982 soccer season looms as the most critical in the 


history of the code in Australla. 


For the decisions and 
actions that are made will 
have a decided bearing on the 
game for the next decade. 

The critical situation has 
come about because of the dis- 
astrous time we had in 1981. 

It was a year in which 
everything seemed to go 
wrong both at club and inter- 
national levels. 

The only bright spot was the 
World Youth Championships 
which were a big success. 

What has to be accepted 
once and for all is that all petty 
jealousies and pesonal ambi- 
tions that may exist within the 
ranks of our administrators 
must be put aside for the bene- 
fit of the game. 

No doubt many readers of 
this column are thinking that 
they've seen this line some- 
where before — well you have! 

It seems I use it every year 
at this time, until now — to no 
avail. 

But this year it’s different. 
It’s not a matter of life and 
death — it’s more important 
than that. 


For, unless there is a united 
front, with all State League, 
PSL and other administrators 
pulling together, soccer 
always will remain a minor 
sport in the eyes of the Aus- 
tralian sporting public. 

At international level we are 
no longer the kingpins of Asia 
and the Oceania region. 


Although it is hard to swal- 
low, we must now sit back and 
take second place to our 
Tasman neighbour, New Zea- 
land. 


The World Cup Kiwis are top 
of the pile and the money and 
experience they will gain by 
going to the finals in Spain in 
June, will make them a very 
difficult team to beat in the 
next five years — both at 
senior and youth levels. 


And keeping this in mind, It 
must be remembered that our 
kids will have to meet the Kiwi 
kids in the qualifying round of 
the World Youth Cup in De- 
cember. 

We must have a strong Soc- 
ceroo team if soccer is to gain 


Tasmanian State 
League folds up 


The Tasmanian State League, which began 
its life in 1978, is no more. The 1982 season 
will see the introduction of two regional lea- 
gues, one in the south of the State, the other 
in the north and north-west. 


Many clubs found the expense of participating on a State-wide 
basis too much for them. Lack of sponsorship meant that there 
was little incentive to compete in a competition that entailed a 
considerable amount of travelling. 

It remains to be seen how the lack of a season-long, State-wide 
competition will affect soccer in Tasmania. Soccer is one of the 
few sports to have had a State-wide competition. Australian 
Rules administrators have failed to establish such a competition, 
despite repeated efforts, and despite the belief held by many of 
them that such a competition is essential for the development of 


their code. 


The State League definitely improved soccer in the north of 
Tasmania. Its benefit to southern clubs was questionable. Attend- 
ances were, at times, quite abysmal. It will be interesting to see 
whether good quality imports still can be attracted to Tasmania 


in the absence of a State League. 


The two new regional leagues diplomatically have been titled 
the State League South and the State League North (combined 


north and north-west). 


The winners of each league will play each other on a home and 
away basis at the end of the season to determine the State 
champions. The reserve leagues in each case really will be youth 
leagues, only three players over the age of 18 being permitted to 


play in each team.

t-team State League South will consist of last season's 


five southern State League teams — Brighton-ICL, Juventus-Pio- 
neer, Croatia-Glenorchy, Rapid-Wrest Point and South Hobart — 
together with White Eagles. Olympia and Metro-Claremont from 
last season’s southern Rothmans League Division 1. 

In the four years of its existence, three clubs won the State 
League championship — White Eagles (1978), Rapid-Wrest Point 
(1979 198A) and Rrichtan-ICT (1921) — WALTER PLESS
